reached 107.2, meaning' living- 
cost items that could be bought 
for $10 in the 1957-59 base .peri- 
od cost $10.72 in October. 


Food prices declined 0.5 per 


cent but were offset by rises 
of one per cent in transporta- 
tion costs, 0.1 per cent in hous- 
ing costs and 0.6 per. cent in 
clothing-prices^^^'ii'^^.'.,^^ <• 


The spokesman said the up- 


ward trend in living .costs .ap- 
parently continued this month, 
but that food prices held even. 
He said the average family's 
turkey dinner with all the trim- 
mings Thursday cost IjG.tt. that 
was 30 cents cheaper than in 
1962. 


While October's increase was 


seasonal the bureau spokesman 
said the predicted increase in 
November is expected to be 
somewhat more than seasonal. 


House Liberal 
Revolt Faces 
Mr. Johnson

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson faces a revolt 
among a group of House Demo- 
cratic liberals a revolt that 
began before the death of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


It is aimed not at the Presi- 


dent, but at Congress. It aims 
at punishment by withdrawal of 
party seniority privileges, of 
those Democrats who refuse to 
support the national party ticket, 
and policies. President Kennedy 
always declined to take such a 
drastic step, preferring concilia- 
tion and persuasion. 


Leading the revolt is Rep. 


Richard Boiling, D-Mo., one of 
the party's most articulate and 
thoughtful 
strategists in the 


House. 


His target is the "subversives 


and quislings of the Democratic 
party," whom he defines as 
some Southern conservatives. 


Boiling takes issue with Presi- 


dent Johnson's belief, as ex- 
pressed in his speech to Con- 
gress Wednesday, in "the ability 
of Congress to act; to meet any 
crisis; to distill from our differ- 
ences strong programs of na- 
tional action." 


Boiling said in an interview 


that Congress Is not viable, or 
able to live, under its present 
structure. 
. 


He said it has not been viable 


for a long time "but hasn't been 
observed as such" because the 
late speaker of the House, Sam 
Rayburn, held it together and 
made it work by his personal 
prestige and influence. 


"We staggered akmg with the 


appearance of functioning large- 
ly because of Rayburn," Boiling 
said. "It is not the fault of the 
Republicans. They are a conser- 
vative party, by and large. But 
they are responsible. We—the 
Democrats—on the other hand,
